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IPFW  elections 

Students  must  take  action 

to  elect  quality  leaders 

When  the  IPFW  Students'  Government  elections 
come  around,  we  all  can  think  of  good  excuses  not  to 
vote,  but  there  are  at  least  three  very  solid  reasons 
why  studenK  si Id  p.-n  licipate  in  elections. 

Students  should  step  to  the  polls  on  April  23  and  24 
because  the  elected  officials  will  be  dealing  with  our 
money.  We  need  to  select  quality  leaders  to  spend 
our  money  wisely  and  to  fulfill  our  needs  as  students. 
We  each  have  a  responsibility  to  vote  to  insure  an 
accurate  reprcsi-nUiliunal  election. 

It's  Our  Money 

When  a  vote  is  called  for,  how  IPFW  students 
respond  depends  on  what  issue  is  to  be  resolved. 

Suppose  you  chip  in  on  a  pizza;  you  would  certainly 
rally  for  your  favorite  topping,  but  when  someone 
says  to  us,  "OK,  we're  going  to  give  the  Students' 
Government  a  quarter  million  dollars,  who  do  you 
want  to  oversee  its  expenditure?"  We  are  silent. 

How  can  our  student  body  remain  disinterested  in 
how  our  money  is  spent?  Students  must  be  involved 
in  the  voting  process  because  through  this  action  the 
views  of  the  student  body  are  reflected  in  the  spend- 
ing actions  of  the  Students'  Government.  After  all, 
the  student  leaders  will  be  in  charge  of  our  student 
service  fee  monies. 

It's  Our  Responsibility 

In  the  upcoming  IPSGA  elections,  don't  be  silent. 
Ideally,  the  Students'  Government  leaders  should  be 
elected  by  a  majority  with  all  students  voting.  They 
will  be  handling  our  money,  so  it  is  our  right  to  have 
representation,  and  our  responsibility  to  enforce  that 
right. 

It's  Our  Future 

We  are  responsible  also  to  elect  a  quality  leader  to 
serve  our  needs  in  the  upcoming  year. 

In  choosing  a  Students'  Government  leader  we 
should  look  for  someone  who  is  sensitive  to  the  needs 
of  a  campus  with  such  a  diverse  constituency.  At 
IPFW  we  have  students  of  all  ages,  ethnic  origins 
and  interests.  So,  an  ideal  leader  would  be  informed 
of  and  able  to  help  meet  the  needs  of  these  groups. 

A  leader  should  also  have  a  vested  interest  in 
campus  activities.  This  shows  the  availability  of  time 
and  energy  and  a  commitment  to  the  college  experi- 
ence. 

Another  quality  we  should  require  of  a  student 
leader  is  an  understanding  of  the  boundaries  he/she 
will  have  to  work  within.  The  student  leader  of  choice 
would  know  how  to  deal  in  reality.  Proposing  and 
pursuing  outlandish  and  impossible  projects  would 
only  waste  student's  time  and  money. 

Finally  we  should  support  a  leader  with  some  ex- 
perience in  government,  either  at  the  high  school  or 
college  level  or  other  leadership  experience.  An  ex- 
perienced leader  could  ease  into  the  role.  A  smooth 
transition  between  student  leaders  would  also  save 
time  and  money. 

Students  can  find  out  who  they  wish  to  endorse  by 
attending  the  April  8  candidate  debate  at  8  p.m  in 
Walb  Memorial  Union  Room  G21. 

Students  can  also  pay  attention  to  signs  posted 
about  the  election  and  seek  out  the  candidates,  if 
possible,  to  find  out  more  about  their  goals  and 
objectives.  It  is  important  to  listen  to  the  candidates 
prior  to  the  election,  select  the  best  person,  and, 
above  all,  hold  them  accountable  for  their  actions 
once  they  are  in  office.
